Most of the 
reports indicate that business from 
the agricultural sections is lagging, 
but that city sales and collections are 
showing improvement. One report 
states that there is a decided de- 
crease in the number of checks re- 
turned by banks unpaid. 


13.4 Per Cent Greater. 


Sales by wholesale dry goods firms 
were 13.4 per cent greater in Feb- 
ruary than during the preceding 
month, although 13.7 r cent less 
than during February, 1921. Weath- 
er conditions throughout the winter 
have seriously interfered with busi- 
ness in dry goods, and wholesale mer- 
chants are disappointed at not be- 
ing able to move the volume of win- 
ter goods they had expected to dis- 
pose of. Spring business has opened 
up, however, and while buying is be- 
ing done with extreme care and cau- 
tion, the seasonal increase has brought 
a better outlook. 

“Few commeats are made by whole- 
sale hardware firms in forwarding 
their February reports. One report 
states that the decrease in sales com- 
pared with those of a year ago is due 
much more ‘to price deelines than to 
actual volume of goods sold. Collee- 
tions are still unsatisfactory. All re- 
ports indicate cautious buying, and 
state that purchasing is being done 
tor actual requirements only. 

Much the same conditions are indi- 
cated in reports received from whole- 
eale shoe dealers. Firms in Atlanta, 
which last month ghowed an increase 
over the preceding month of 28 per 
cent, reported figures which were 
slightly under their January business,

Retail trade is 
cniformly lower than it was a month

“The movement of commodities to 
market during the month has been no- 
ticeable in many parts of the country. 
The advance in the index number of 
wholesale prices shown by the federal 
reserve board’s compilation amounts to 
four points for the month. Finan- 
cially the month has shown but little 
change. Discount and interest rates 
have not moved materially. Foreign

cline with a much closer approach to 
vdjustment of export and import fig- 
ures both here and abroad. Increas- 
ing stability in foreign exchange, with

FARM EFFICIENCY. 

A systematic study of the de- 
tails of farm management in Geor- 
gia, with a view to increasing the 
efficiency of Georgia farmers by 
putting the agricultural industry 
on an up-to-date business basis, 
has recently been undertaken by 
D. F. Hungerford and E. C. West- 
brook, of the department of farm 
management of the State. College 
of Agriculture. 

Georgia undoubtedly stands in 
great need of educational work of 
this kind, and in supplying it the 
state college is performing a serv- 
ice of great permanent benefit to 
the public. 

A cursory survey of methods em- 
ployed by the progressive farmers 
of Georgia who are end ng to 
get away from the on®-crop sys 
tem—a system which is impracti- 
cable under boll weevil conditions 
—has convinced the state college 
that the lack of system in the rota- 
tion, distribution and marketing of 
crops costs these farmers millions 
of dollars each year. 

Therefore, ‘the college has as- 
signed Messrs. Hungerford and 
Westbrook to make a complete 


stady of the situation for the ben- 
efit of the farmers and the state 


at large. 
Among the questions to whidh 


these men are seeking answers 
are: How many acres’ of .com- 


grown in the various parts of the 
state? 
bined on the same farm so that the 
farm hands will not be rushed with 
work one month and idle the next? 


that labor will be distributed uni- 
formly over the entire season? 
How much should it cost to grow 
these crops in the various combi- 
nations?” 4 

It is pointed out that the aver- 
age Georgia farmer actually works 
only about six months, while his 
mules work only about ninety 
days, during the year; whieh gives 
rise to the altogether pertinent 
questions: What do they do the 
rest of the time?” and, Is there 
anything they can do to increase 
the farm income?“ 8 

Information that will enable the 
farmers to intelligently rotate or 
alternate their crops according to a 
system whereby the work of plant- 
ing, cultivating, harvesting, etc., 
may be distributed as nearly as 
possible over the entire year, and 
that will eliminate oVerlapping and 
congestion of work, lost motion 
and waste of time through enforced 
idleness, will undoubtedly help to 
make production more efficient, 
but in addition be of value to the 
various marketing agencies. 

The work of collecting and as- 
sembling data from which to sup- 
ply such information merits the 
approval and co-operation of every 
farmer and every business man in 
Georgia. , }

Anti-Lynching Bill 
Will Probably Die 
In Senate Committee 


—

The strong prob- 
ability is that the 
Dyer “anti-lynch- 
ing bill,” so-called, 
will die of suffoca- 
tion in a _ senate 
committee room. 

It passed the 
house in response 
to the urgent de- 
; mands of a lot of 
In and negro- 
philes who are 
able to § excite 
and direct the 
deꝗegro voters in cer- 
tain debatable con- 
* ssional districts 
in the eastern and 
mM middle western 
states. But I am 
told by senators on both sides of the 
chamber that they see no necessity 
and feel no particular partisan urge to 
bring the bill to that forum. 


The most notable constitutional law- 
vers with whom I have talked are fair- 
ly unanimous in the belief that, should 
the bill ever be enacted; the supreme 
court of the United States would 


‘genting voice, declare’ it unconstitu- 
‘tional, null and void. 

When this treatment of lynching by 
federal legislation and judicial action 
‘began to be agitated three years ago, 
‘Hon. Elihu Root was quoted as hav- 
ing said in a public speech that where 
‘a state had authority to legislate on 
‘a subject matte: and refused or failed 
40 do so in a way to conserve the 
general welfare then the federal or- 
ernment could assume authority to do 
the work. 5 
That was so surprising a statement 
‘that I wrote to Mr. Root and asked 
him to verify it. and justify it, or re- 
pudiate it. 

In reply he wrote to me as follows: 

„JI never delivered any address in 
which I declared in effect that when 
a state has a right to iegislate for 
the public welfare and refuses or fails 
to exercise that right it is the duty 
— the federal government to perform 
the act. ' 

“Such a doctrine would be wholly 
znconsistent with our system of gov- 
ernment and finds no basis. whatever 
in the consti‘ution of the United 
States.” . 

As Mr. Root is a chief mahatma of 
the republican party, his view of this 
matter should be weighty in defeating 
the Dyer dervishes. N

The republicans generally profess 
100 per cen: devotion to the 
doctrines of their demi-god, Alexander 
Hamilton. By ibat token they should 
be guided by Lis view of this very 
question. In the New York conven- 
tion to consider the proposed federal 
constitution the question was raised 
as to how. far the federal autherity 
could usurp th: existing authority oi 
the severai sovereign states? 

Hamilton replied, as reported in 1 
Elliott 321, as follows: 

“The acts of the United States 
therefore will be absolutely obligatory, 
us to all the proper objects and pow- 
ers of the general government. The 
states as weil as individuals, are bound 
But the laws of con- 
gress are restricted to à certain 
sphere; and when they gepart from 
this sphere, they are n> longer su- 
preme or binding. In the same man- 
ner, the states have certain independ- 


supreme; for example, in making and 
executing laws concerning the punish- 
ment of certait crimes—such as mur- 
‘der, theft, ete.—tbe state can not be 
controlled.“

Back in 1842 an endeavor was made 
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promptiy and probably without a. dis- 


ent powers, in which their laws are 
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Per of the United States decided the 
following principles: . 

“A state has the same undeniable 
and unlimited jurisdiction over all per- 
sons and things within its territorial 
‘imits as any foreign nation, where 
that jurisdiction is not surrendered or 
restrained by the constitution of the 
United States. 

“That all those powers which relate 
to merely municipal legislation, or 
what may, pervaps, mofe properly be 
called internal police. are not thus sur- 
— or restrained; and that, con- 
sequently, in re’ation to chese the au- 
thority. of the state is complete, un- 
qualified and exclusive. 

“To illustrate: no one wil deny that 
a state has a right to punish any in- 
cividual found within its jurisdiction, 
who shall have committed an offense 
within ‘its jurisdiction, against its 
criminal laws.”

But why elabotate, or continue to 
auote from the unbroken line of au- 
thorities? 

If there is any fundamental ‘prin- 
ciple of American governmentalism 
that is fixed beyond recall it is that 
the federal government can not travel 
outside its enumerated powers, and 
that in all other matters of policy and 
police the several states remain sov- 
ereign and uncontrollable by federal 
legislation. 

In all the above relation of. facts 
and decisions there is no purpose to 
defend the brutal and barbaric act of 
lynching an al'eged or known crim- 
inal, already captured and who can 
be held safely in reach of the law 
and its penalties, 

Any state car make lynching odious 
and perilous to all concerned’ in it, 
if-it so wills. If it does not so will, 
no federal power exists to coerce or 
punish it.

FEMININE FRAILTY. 

Even among women who have had a

ject to injury or disease of the repro- 
ductive system from strains or acei- 
dents or exposure or cold than. the 
masculine sex. But it covers a great 
many medical diagnostic shortcomings 
and helps to bolster up many a case 
in litigation if these little delusions.
